The communication filed on 6/3/09 is not fully responsive to the communication mailed 4/3/09 for the following reason: Although 
Applicant has elected SEQ ID NO: 9 as the CTL activating sequence and SEQ ID NO: 2 as the CpG-interacting sequence, Applicant 
has failed to elect a single disclosed species of CpG molecule comprising at least one sulfur atom, i.e., Applicant has elected SEQ ID 
NO: 8, which is an amino acid sequence rather than a nucleic acid sequence. An example of a CpG molecule is SEQ ID NO: 16. 
Note that an ultimate species election is required, for example, SEQ ID NO: 16 that comprises a phosphorothioate linkage. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide , but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which 
to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
